of adultery with his wife, ite truth or falsity is 
in a fair way of discovery. The numerous libel 
and crim. eon. suits which have grown out of the 
scandal, involving newspapers, reporters, and 
many others, promised some settlement more 
satisfactory than the Committee of Plymouth 
Church arrived at; but the proverbial law's de- 
lay was @o early exemplified in the postpone- 
ment of Tilton’s eivil suit against Beecher, and 
abandonment of Gaynor’s suit against Tilton, 
that people began to despair of ever seeing the 
matter in court. The suit of Miss Proctor 
against Moulton was looked upon as a side-issue. 
The activity of the Plymouth Church Committee 
in urging it and paying the expenses of the case 


] aroused a suspicion that Miss Proctor was vir- 


tually a cat's paw for Beecher. Nothing per- 
tinent to the case of Tilton against Beecher 
could be brought out on the trial of such a suit. 
The indictment of Moulton was a side-issue, in- 


volving Beecher, it is true, but not in the main }

The civil suit of Tilton, and the several suits 
of Miss Proctor, promised, as said before, no 
early solution ot the trouble; but Beecher is no 
sooner home than he ae 

-@> GOES BEFORE THE GRAND JURY 
and secures the indictment of both Tilton and 
Moulton for scandal. He demanded admission to 
the Grand Jury immediately on his return from the 
mountains, and this morning audience was given 
him. He laid all the statements of Tilton and 
Moulton before the iury. and testified fp the 
falsity of every material allegation.

THE FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH 
seems to be ample for all purposes, there being 
543 boxes in operation within the 22square miles | 
contained in the city proper. These are divided 
into forty-one circuits. No general alarm is | 
sounded here. Three signais are given. At ~ 
first alarm, in the territory south of Canal, 
well as that north up to Fiftv-ninth street, ‘ive 
and three hook and ladder companies 
are concentrated. Tins can be done inside of 
five minutes, and generally within three. Onthe 
second alarm, two more eugines arrive; and on 
the third alarm eleven engines and five book ana 
ladder trucks, a total working force of nearly 
two bundred men are concentrated.

To saye this $20 a 
ton has been the main object of the Board, and 
has bothered them considerably, They want to 
finish up with Hequembourg all the contract 
with him requires, and it was for this purpose 
that the graud consultation was held last Tues- 
day.

Court for an order to open them. Upon the ap- 
plcation for such an order he supposed it might 
be proper for the Court to consider whether, 
under the circumstances, as stated by aitida: it 
or admitted by the attorneys representing the 
different parties, the depositions were, in part 
or in the main, scandalous, and whether they 
were likely to be used for a purpose other than 
that of promoting the cause of justice.

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rHE REV. CHARLES H. FOWLER, D.D. 
The most marked and best known man in the 
Metbodist denomination in the Northwest is 
President C. H. Fowler, of the Northwestern 
University. -He is still a young man, as he was 
porn in August, 1837, and he is a purely Western 
man, seeing the light for the first time on an 
[liinois prairie. No record has yet been made of 
the youtbful daye of the future Doctor of Divin- 
ity, teacher, orator, and preacher. The first 
guthentic account we have of his contact 
with the world outside of his own home is 4} 
the date of 1853, when, in the winter, he taught 
a schoo! in the Town of Bristol, Khenosba Coun- 
ty. The litcle wooden schoolhouse standing on 
an eminence, overlookiug the Desplames, st.ll 
remains as a relic of by-gone days, and the 
neighbors cherish traditions conceiving the 
somewhat erratic but loved schoolmaster who 
taught their ideas how to unfold not far fiom a 
quarter of a century ago> : 

In 1854 he attended the Rock River Seminary 
at Mt. Morris, Lll., amd in 1855 was entered as a 
student in Genessee Wesleyan Semivary. After 
spending one term here, he eutered college at 
Genessee, graduating in 1859 with the highest 
honors of the class. He came to Chicago and 
commenced the study of law in the samo year ; 
but during the winter of 1859 be was converted 
at a Methodist protracted meeting, and imme- 
diately abandoned Blackstoue for a 
siudy of the Bible and the Arm- 
pian fatbers. He entered Garrett Biblical 
Institute in 1860, obtaining the degree of Bach- 
sior of Divinity ia 1861. It was while a-stu- 
dent here that he manifested some of those 


physical qualities that help to make him 80 pop- 
olar.. Strongly buit and full of courage, he was 
among the first and boldest to aid m the rescue 
of the survivors of the ill-tated Lady Elgin, 
that foundered off the Lvanston coast in dep- 
wmber, 1860. 

Having graduated, Mr. Fowler Was immedi- 
ately placed iv pastoral charge of a prominent 
‘Methodist church in this city, the Jefferson 
Street, which bas siuce taken the name of the 
Centenary Church. At the endof three years 
be was transfe:red to the Ciark Street Church, 
and from thence to the Centenary Church. In 
these positions his reputation grew as an elo- 
guent pulpit o:ator, and his church was sure to 
. be visited by his Methodist brethren all over tue 
‘Ssountry who had heard his name mentioned.

DECAY OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS IN 8ST. 
LOUIS. 

The “future great city” it seems cannot 
manace the Sunday-school business successfully. 
If we may judge by what is said in the religious 
. papers of that city, the management of its Sun- 
Jay scboois bas been bad, and the interest in 
them bas so far declined that the present gene- 


ration of youth is going up ignorant of religion 
or of religious doctrines. The New York Jnde 
pendent, which has collectéd some of the recent 
expressions of the religious press of St. Louis 
on the subject, says : 

It was claimed by a epeaker at the monthly meeting 
of the Sunday-School Teachers’ Associaiion that, 
within the last two years, the number of Sunday- 
schools in that city had considerably diminished, not- 
Withstanding a large increase of population, and that 
now only about 20,000 children out of 100,000 were in 

unday-echool attendance, ‘This report prompts tue 
Central Baptist to declare : 

* Looking the case squarely in the face, it might as 
well be auimitted that not on!y bave men of tbe world 
come to look upon some of the features of the Sun- 
day-school enterprise with distrust, but the more re- 
flecting yart of the Christian public have lost their 
faith in it as a Christian activity.” - 

Among the causes of this decline the editorial critic 
enumerates the cours® of the leading Sunday-school 
men of the city, the practical separation of the schools 
from the churches, the character of the teachers em- 
ployed, and the methods of Sunday-school manage- 
ment. It is declared that in St. Louis “the ontiook 
is gloomy for this work.” Indeed, in the opinion of 
the Central Baptist : 

“It is time for a new departure in Sunday-school 
affairs in .this city, One generation has grown up 
ignorant of the history and doctrines of Fvangelica! 
religion ; another is in a fair way to ijlusirate the ab- 
solute worthleseness of a superficial training under 
irresponsible teachers.” 

The Oid School Presbyterian ecys of this criticism: 

“It is very plain, very severe, but true to the very 
letter. We thank Dr, Luther for it. It is masteriy 
surgery. With intelligent, determined purpore and 
with a bold and steady hand it cuts abeve, and below 
and around, and underneath the diseased part.” 

The hope of the latter editor is that ** those whose 
province it is will lift the diseased part out and other 
wise follow the directions of Shirgeon Luther.” 

But the question is stiil open: Wililthe patient 
survive the operation at the hands of such surgeons?

THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 

{e? yesterday's TRIBUNE were publisied certain 
statements made by Mr. Rankin, General Agent 
of the Scottish Commercial lusurance Company, 
and Mr. Hope, President of the Coutinental In- 
surance Company of New York, to a number of 
merchants and other citizens, in relation to the 
action of .the National Board of Underwriters. 
These explanations are caiculated to remove 
Many uvpleasant impressions, especially the 
prevailing one that the action was a special blow 
aimed at Chicago. liisarelief to know from 
‘such high authority that this was not the caee, 
- and to know further that the same thing would 
have taken place even if the fire of July 14 had 
not occurred. 

Mr. Rankin stated that the losses by fire had 
‘been so great in all parts of the country that a 
special examination of the causes of their de- 
etructiveness had been ordered in all the priuci- 
pal cities. It was an accident that Chicago was 
the. first one investigated, and, from the report 
made of the condition of affairs in this city, it 
was deemed advisable, for the protection of the 
fnterests of the companies and their risks else- 
where, that certain reforms should bv made, orthe 
insurance should be withdrawn. As thereports are 
received the same demands will be 1(ade on other 
Cities, and it was by no means improbable that 
like notice would be served on mre than one 
other city before Janucry next. The National 
Board would have taken precisely the same ac- 
tion 1n the case of New York or Phil:delphia. 

. Mr. Hope stated that, if the total insurance 
premiums of the United States were placed in 
one column and the insurance losses in anotiier, 
the losses would exceed the premiums by fifty 
millions of doilars. He justified the action of 
the Board upon grounds that must e@ertairly be 
accepted as reasonable. Insurance is a vocation, 
like any other business; it ie not’a benevolent 
institution. Unless it be profitable, men will 
witbdraw their capital from it and abandon it. 
The great fires of Chicago and Boston and gener- 
aily throughout the country had been 80 serious 
that another great conflagration would blot oft 
what was left of the capital invested in insur- 
ance. It was further stated that at this time 
there is not half enough capital in that business to 
cover the risks that are offered. In consequence 
of the severity of the losses persons were re- 
luctant toinvest in the business; capital was 
withdrawn from it to be placed in more profitable 
itivestments, and hence there was an absolute 
mecessity to curtailthe losses. The losses by 
fires must be reduced, or insurance wil! have to 
be abandoned. - Fires aunihilate the capital in- 
vested in the property destroyed, and the insur- 
ance companies feel the necessity of devising 


the means to save the capital exposed in these ‘ 


conflagrations. Thisisthe work the National 
Board had undertaken, not in Chicago alone, but 
in all the other cities. The insurance compa- 
nies and the country could not afford these con- 
tinuous and wholesale lowses by fire. If Chicago 
were burned up again, the insurance companies 
all together would not be able to pay 50 cents on 
the doliar of loss. 

The action of the Board was prompted, there- 
fore, by the general loss of the insurance busi- 
mess, and not by particular losses in Chicago ; 
and theso losses were so great as to deter capital 
from engaging in it, and threatened to drive the 
Capital now invested in it into other occupations. 
&t was found necessary to surround insurance 
with additional protections. The specitic faults 
found in Chicagé were stated by Mr. Hope. In

Tie Chief-Engineer and his assist- 
ants are mere workmen under the absolute di- 
rection and controi of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, who are, to say the leasi, inexperienced 
men, and therefore unfitted to have such au- 
thority, and incompetent to exercise it. For this 
calamity there is no permaneut remedy, save 
legislation next winter. There is hope, how-

The names of Parepa, Richings, Seguin, CVook, 
Miranda, Milner, Pyne, Wood, and Estcott are 
just as fresh in memory as the names of the 
Italian artists who have passed off the stage, 
and their conquests are recalled with an equal 
degrée of pleasure. English opera, although it 
has been before the public many years, is even 
yet in its infancy in this country.

The so-called ** Congress” of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States will as- 
semble in Néw York City to-morrow, at Calvary

sion during the past ‘week; and the triennial 
General Convention of the Episcopal Church of 
the United States will be opened in the same 
city on Wednesday, at St. John's Chapel, Varick 
street, and will have for ita chief officer the Rt.- 
Kiev. Dr. Smith, of Kentucky, presiding Bishop 
of the United States. The holding of the 
Church * Congress ” just on the threshold, as it 
were, of the General Convention, has not been

RUSKIN. 

‘There is but one Turner, and I am his 
prophet.” This gospel according to Ruskin has 
converted the people of England. He preached 
it to a world which went into raptures over 
Clande Lorraine and turned its back on Turner's 
misty shades with their stray gleams of dazzling 
color. He lifted up his idol and made his hear- 
ers worship it. Then he dissected Claude Lor- 
raine’s style, pointed out his too-evident faults, 
heaped ridicule upon him, and finally murdered 
Sub- 
sequent works in criticism made him a very 
Pope in the eyes of wsthetic England. His 
painfully-ludicrous essays in political economy 
marked the beginning of the decay of his greai 
powers,—a decay that is still.going on. He 
sank lhke Carlyle, whom he in some things strik- 
‘* What- 
ever is, is bad,” became hiscreed. One day he 
raged in a column letter to # newspaper against 
two American girls who ate candy in sight of 
Juliet’ (mythical) tomb, The nexthe published 
an appeal to Oxford students to dig ditches for 
the sake of the Beautiful witha big B. A week 
afterwards, he had abandoned this scheme and 
was busy at something else. Still, despite this 
erratic round of triviality, sparks of the old 
flame flash out, now and then, in the 
monthly numbers of his ‘‘ Fors Clavigera.” Its 
last issue has a& magnificent arraignment 
of the rulers of England, in the midst of which 
the writer says, with a pride nobler and greater 
than the pride of blood which he mocks: ‘* Who 
am I that I should challenge you, do you ask ? 
My mother was a sailor’s daughter, so please 
you; one of my aunts was a baker's wife—the 
other a tanner’s; andI don’t know much more 
about my family, except that there used to be a 
green-grocer of the name inasmall shop near 
the Crystal] Palace.” There are few Englishmen 
who would dare to pen such @ paragraph. Later 
on, Ruskin bursts out again, saying: “ Here 
am I, seer and prophet; I tell you, Englishmen, 
that in worshiping Mammon rather than the 
Lord of Hosts you are going headlong 
to destruction; the prophet who says so 
is a prophet by virtue of himeelf alone, 
as was the Son of the carpenter.” The 
“Lord of Hosts” in this passage is Ruskin’s 
Theory of art. He was once almost a devotes.

man of unclean lips, and dwell in the midst of a peo- 
ple of unclean lips, and therefore am undone, because 
mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of Hosts. I 
say it, and boldly. Who else is there of you who can 
stand with me, and say the same? It is an age of 
progress, you tell me, Is your progress chiefly in 
this, that you cannot see the King, the Lord of Hosts, 
but only Baal, instead of Him ? 


The vital fault of this philosophy is its failure 
to see that the worship of Baal—materiai prog- 
ress—must precede that of the Lord of Hosts, — 
that is, Art. The absorption in money-making, 
over which Mr. Ruskin grieves, is the necessary 
prelude to the msthetic culture for which the 
money, once made, will provide the opportunity. 


A striking incident in the present condition of 
the corn market was in the fact that, on Friday 
last, corn was sold at the Stock-Yards tothe own- 
ers of cattle at $1.25 per bushel, or 24% cents per 
pound. On the same day corn was sellibg in 
Liverpool at 36s 6d per quarter of 480 pounds, 
or at 2 cents per pound in currency. This took 
place within4 miles of the City of Chicago, in the 
State of illinois, the great corn-proaucing dis- 
trict of the world.

AMERICA NOT DISCOVERED BY COLUMBUS: A 
HIIisTORICAL SKETCH OF THE DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 
BY THE NORSEMEN IN THE TENTH CENTURY. By

Prof. Anderson writes with the enthusiasm of 
a Norseman io establishing the claims of his 
countrymen to the daring and disputed discovery 
of America; yet be writes with the candor 
requisite to the historian, and with a 
logical strépgth of argument that indicates 
careful preparation. The mystery that 
surrounds Newport Tower, and the Dighon 
Writing-RKock Inscription, and the skeleton in 
armor exhumed near Fall River, tease the curi- 
Osity, and excite interest iu any ingenius story 
that promises to account for their existence. 
Prof. Anderson’s essay is but a sketch,— 
an outline merely ; yet it is skilifully traced, and 
made firm in ali the outlines. The filling-up of 
tue picture—which, for lack of authentic ma- 


imagination—he has wisely not undertaken. 

The argument begins with a brief review of 
the claims of the Plenicians, Greek, Irish, and 
Welsh, to the discovery of the Western Con- 
tinent. The author thinks it can scarcely 
be doubted that the Greek philosopber Pytheas 
traversed the Atlantic Ocean about 340 years 
before Christ. As that may be, by this discov- 
ery of Thule (iceland), he at least opened the 
way to America for the adventurous Norsemen. 
From tne Canaries, which were discovered and 
colonized by the Pheuicians, the path is short 
across the waters to America, and the theory is 


sailors from the Mediterranean extended their 
voyages until thev touched the eastern’shores of 
our continent. It is believed by many that the 
Welsh, under the leadership of Madoc, made a 
settlement in this country in 1170. In the 
Eyrbyggja Saga, it is said that a Norse 
vpavigator, named Gudlief Gudlangson, under- 
took a voyage from Dublin to Iceland, and 
was driven by pvortheast winds far to the west 
and soutnowest, when he sighted land, entered a 
good harbor, and was greeted by a strange peo- 
ple, who spoke a language that appeared to be 
the Irish. In the Saga of Thoriin Karisefne. 


fhis portion of America, supposed to include } 


North and South Carolina, Georgia, and East 
Florida, is called Jsland eah Myhla,—that is, 
Great Iceland, Itis claimed that the Irish who 
visited and inhabited Iceland in the latter part of 
the eighth century, and were found upon the 
Faroe Isles as early as 725, made a voyage across 
the Atlantic, and founded a colony in Ameriéa 
long before Gudiangson’s voyage, which they 
cailed Great Ireland. — : 

But Prof. Anderson barely glances at these 
various theories before turning to the main 
question under discussion, viz: Who were the 
Norsemen, and what part had they in the dis- 
eovery of America? The Norsemen were a 
branch of the Gothic race, that at an early 
date emigrated from Asia, and, turning thei: 
faces westward and northward, fivally setiled 
down m the west portion of the Kingdom of 
Norway. ‘Their language was the O!d Norse, 
still spoken in Iceland, and the base of 
the modern Norse, Danish, and Swedish 
tongues. They were a brave and i$ free 
people, and made themselves known 
everywhere in the civilized world by 
their daring as soldiers aud navigators. In 
the ninth century they discovered Iceland, and 
estabiished a Republic there, which endured 400 
years. From Iceland it waa anear and easy 
step to Greenland; and we find that,in the 
tenth century (984), Emk the Red surmounted 
that step, and discovered the region to the west 
of which tempest-tossed mariners from time to 
time had brought bome reports, A flourishing 
colony was soon growing in Greenland, about 
Gardar, the capital city. This colony, which be- 
came subject to Norway.in 1261, maintained its 
copnection with the mother-countries for four 
centuries, and then disappeared and was nearly 
forgotten. 

From the Icelandic Sagas comes our informa- 
tion regarding the various discoveries of the 
Norsemen. Thoserelating totheir adventures 
in America are included in the celebrated Codex 
Flataecusis,—a book written oo parchment, and 
finished in 1387. “This work,” says Prof. 
Anderson, ‘‘ written with great care, and executed 
in the highest style of art, is now preserved in 
its integrity in the archives of Copenhagen, and 
a carefully-p:inted copy of itis to be found in 
Mimer’s library at the University of Wisconsin. 
These Sagas, whose statements are considered 
by the best authorities as perfectly authentic, 
tell us that the Norsemen had excellent sea- 
going vessels, some of which were of large size. 
Olaf Tryggvason’s Saga describes one 
of their ships, which was built of the 
choicest material, which contaimed thirty-four 
rowing-benches, and had a length of 140 feet in 
the keel. Its stem and stern were overlaid with 
gold. The Sagas tell us, moreover, that the 
Norsemen understood the art of navigation, and 
knew how to calculate the course of the sun and 
moon, and to measure time by the stars. In 
986, Bjarne, a man of enterprise and the owner 
ofa merchant-ship, set out from Iceland to 
visit Greenland, the residence of his: father. 
He encountered fogs and severe north winds, 
which drove him far out of his way, until, in 
the end, he saw the outlines of an unknown 
landon the western horizon. On nearing it, the 
shore was found to be flat and covered 
with woods, and having a rim of low 
bills in the background. It was too 
low, and too green, and too far south, for the 
country he was looking for; therefore Bjarne 
did not land, stood out to sea, and sailed on two 
days northward. Lapd again came into sight, 
and still it was not Greenland. Turning sea- 
ward once more,a third land was made after 
three days’ travel, and yet Bjarne would not siep 
ashore. Thus they sailed on four daya longer, 
when they reached Greenlaod, and by chance 
cast anchor near the spot where the father of 
Bjarne hadsettled. Itcaonot be determined now 
what portions of the American coast came in 
view of Bjarne, but conjecture pointe to Nan- 
tucket, Nova Scotia, and Newfoundland, as the 
probable places.

The Sagas give elaborate accounts of othe 
expeditions to Vinjand, viz: one by Freydis, ig 
1011; another by the Bishop Erik Upsi, in ii;

tion recorded took piace in 1347, at the beginning 
of the Great Plague that for three years de 

vastated Europe, and im that time reduced thy 
inhabitants of Norway from 2,000,000 to 300,00), 
It is evident, as Prof. Anderson remarks, thats 
population enfeebled to this degree was ne 
longer in @& condition to send colonists ts 
distant couvtrv. 

To sustain the theory that Columbus knew of

Fourth—Thereis evidence- 
uot, however, absolute—that Columbus had op 
portunity to see a map of Viniand, which was

of which there are thirteen, in the world, in- 
cluding that of Philadelphia, and including all 
others which are considered unorthodox. Each 
one Of these ia entirely indevendent of all the 
others, and has a separate discipline, and might 
have a separate Confession of Faith. In fact, 
the Friends of the various Yearly Meetings do 
vary considerably in their apprehension of Scrip- 
tural doctrines, and much more widely still in 
their opinions in regard to the forms and prac- 
tices Which are required by the spirit and tradi- 
tions of Quakerism.’ It thus happens that the 
disciplines are much at variance in some points, 
that of the Indiana Yearly Meeting, for in- 
stance, being very liveral on the subject of mar- 
riage, and allowing its members to marry whom 
they p'ease, without any sortof inquisition or 
venalty; while others still hold narriage with 
a pon-member to be a disownable offense. 

ach one cf these Yearly Meetings is com- 
posed of several Quarterly-Meetines: and these 
last are tne real executive branches of tbe 
Quaker organization. ‘The Monthly Meetings 
are composed of ove or morechurcbes or Be pa- 
rate meetings for worship: and each oue of 
these particular congrecations forms what is 
calied a Preparative Mcocting.

& man must be a lecturer or a govelist, or have 
astonished his fellow-mortals in some way be- 
fore a publisher is sure that his arithmetics will 
**take.” And so, if a work on mar is suc- 
cessfully introduced, that fact is a pretty sure 
sign that its autaor will give to the world a 
series of text-books, upon all the variety of 
topics with which the pedagogue is expected to 
acquaint the juvenile miod of this nineteenth 
century. 

Perhaps, uncer a different arrangement, the 
quality of school-books would be mmproved. 

_ But it is cheap in the figurative rather than the 
literal sense, of which we are now speaking. 

Competition does something. When, through 
some mistake, a book is issued from two honses 
at the same time, and thereby fails in price 50 
per cent, yet still has a profitable sale, we wish 
that @ similar lucky accident might befall other 
books, not quite as important, as Jules Verne’s 
stories. 

Por ail the “discounts” and per-cents off 
introduction” and * exchange prices”; for the 
géntle firmness with which the book-agent 
presses us with mental food,—we are 
thankful. But stili there is something wrong 
about the supply and demand, and it occurs to 
us that there are other than railroad monopolies. 
Once let the great army of parents and school- 
children be enlisted ina reform against the 
powers that be, and it will rival in extent and in- 
fluence both the Granger-movement and the 
tem perance-crusade. 

As for cther works than ‘students’ books, we 
must, perhaps, consider them as luxuries, and 
be content to pay a tax accordingly, as John does 
on his cigars, and Flora on her velvets. 

But, tor the life of us, we cannot und nd 
why we should pay twenty times as much for 
that which comes in book-form, as for the same 
amount of matter issued as a great metropolitan 
daily. Particularly when the former is, many 
times, but a compilation from the latter. 

Does the magic lie mthe binding, or in the 
gilt-lettering ; im the type, or in the tint of the 
paper? 

In the one case, the book is “set up,” the 
plates electrotyped, and the work is done. °In 
the other, the outlay is continuous. Hun 
of operatives must be employed, night and day, 
ou the mere manualexecution. Yet there is this 
vast difference in the price. 

Newspapers and periodicals come in upon us 
like a flood; why not be content to take all of 
our reading im that way: our history and travels 
in the rch letters of talented correspondents; 
our science of living in the editors’ rehash of 
the topics of the day; our novels in “ contin- 
ued” tidoite and driblets ? 

Lut too often the whole is an indigestible 


compound, and, moreover, has to be swallowed 


eee 
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so frequently and so rapidly, in the fear of ite 
becoming stale, that it doe’ not assimilate with, 
and becomes a part of, ourselves. 

hea, too, we want our literature in a more 
permanent form than the rustling, 
liewspaper,—here to-day and gone to-morrow ; 
something more tangible to place upon our 
Lbrary-shelves, and to hand down to posterity. 

George Eliot says that ‘‘ The greatest question 
in the world isto give to every man a man’s 
share of what goes on in it.” 

The advantages arising from cheaper books 
would be many and important. Good publie 
and private libraries might then be expected in 
‘everv town and village. / The success of 
‘*Beadle’s Dime Series,” and of other volumes 
of yellow-covered literature, is due quite as 
much to their cheapness as to the subject-mat- 
ter which they contain. 

After all, what is to be done aboutit? Wait 
patiently, we suppose, for the good time com- 
lng, when we shall have our letter-postage re- 
duced to 1 cent, ride on the cars for 3 cents a 
mile, and send ourcorn gratis. Then, and not 
till then, may we hope to furnish the thi 
with 5-cent spellers, and be able to look over the 
list of fail-publications without breaking the 
Tenth Commandment.

An English emigraot, writing from Brisbane, 
gives a sad picture of the sufferings of those 
who went out to the Palmer tr gt 4 a 
‘‘S8ince the 17th of March,” he says, ‘‘ I have 
been very iil, but now, lam thankful to say, I 
am perfectly recovered. Since I last wrote I 
have had something fearful to undergo, and I 
am one of the lucky ones to escape as I have. 
Hundreds of poor fellows have lost their liv 
avd what fearful deaths some of them have had 
Some died from starvation, some were drowned, 
others were killed by blacks, and hundreds.wore 
carried off by dysentery. Even grass and rotten 
horse-flesh were eagerly devoured. There were 
three others who started with me. One died, 
and the other two are in the hospital, and it is 
doubtful whether thev will ever recover. We 
were pearly shipwrecked, and to save the vessel 
we had to smother seventy-six horses, among 
which were three of mine, worth £75. Anyhow, 
I managed to reach the gold field. and in one 
day I got £4 10s worth of gold, and the fever 
with it. After being uvable to walk, or scarcel 
to stand, for about ten days, I to w 


‘back to the seaport—200 miles. All the provis- 


ions I had to carry me down-were 6 pounds of 
flour and 4 ounces of tea—neither sugar nor 
anything else.

Ramegate has long been a favorite watering- 
place with a certain class of the English people. 
Not a resort of those who hold themselves to be 
the sevres-china among the vulgar crockery of 
the world; not of the dainty and the nice of 
the race whose atmosphere must not be polluted 
with taint of trade or vile savor of the manual 
arts; butof those who fill the lower ranks of 
middie-class life, who are shopkeepers, clerks, 
attorneys, etc., earning their bread in a not 
magnificent manner ten months of the year in 
London, to launch out into a Cresus-like lavish- 
ness of expenditure the other two months at the 
seaside. Ramsgate inthe season is 

AN ELYSIUM ‘OF COCKNEYS,— 

Londoners of very moderate means, who have 
saved and pinched at home, who have 
scrimped the joints and made the gravies thin, 
who have worn seedy raiment and shuffled 
about il-shod ever since the last summer at the 
sea, that these scrimpings apd savings may 
pay for gorgeous summer-attire, for nobby 
hats, startling costumes, and elegant lodgings 
on the esplanade or in some of the swell 
crescents at Ramsgate or Margate. One needs 
not to be told this who walks upon the cliffs and 
the sands, or who rests upon the stone copings 
of the famous pier at Ramagate; for his per- 
ception must be blunt indeed who eould not at 
once discern, ih the faces of the erowd about 
him, in the cheap and showy raiment, in the un- 
cultured voices and coarse laughter that thrust 
strident noise in amid the music of the solemn 
sea, the truth that affluence, with its reining 
influence of leisure, travel, and society, is not 
the atmosphere in which Ramagate habitues live 
in their homes, and that neither high birth nor 
fine breeding has come to them in fate’s allot- 
ment of benefits. 

Fashion, therefore, ean hardly be the supreme 
power which 

FILLS RAMSGATE TO OVERFLOWING - 

summer after summer; which crowds the Sands 
till, to as looker-on from the cliffs above, it 


| seems as if one person more added to the mass 


of human beings below would be jammed 
inte suffocation; which covers the pier with 
flaunting misses and meretricious swells ; 
which packs lodging-houses from basement to 
roof; which makes the white waves to soll upon 
the shore dotted black with the heads of count- 
leas bathers every day from the last of June to 
the last of September. Hardly fashion, unless 
it be the fashion of a cheap and vulgar sphere 
which knows not Brighton and Scarborough, 
which reigns not in the German Spas, and has 
no reach of the sceptre to the famously-radiant 
watering: places on the French coast,—no realm 
except in the dingier portions of London, and m 
Ramegate and Margate. 

But, if fashion does not throng Ramsgate 
each year, it is still not without reason that the 
festive Londoner clings to this place year after 
year, and almost decade after decade. 

ITS NEARNESS TO THE METROPOLIS 

is one secret of its popularity, as ease of 
access to London is & paramount essential to 
the bread-winner, whose journeys to and fro 
must be numerous while the home in the city is 
closed, and Mamma and the bairns are galloping 
on the cliffs, or building castles in the sand, in 
the invigorating breezes which in from 
the Channel upon the coast of Kent. Much 
money or time must not be consumed im these 
transits, for Mamma must have many showily- 
trimmed dresses; the girls must blossom out 
into an effervescence of color and briliianey of 
costume ; the children must have new suits for 
dinner, for bath, for promenade, and for even- 
ing: the family must fare more sumptuously 
every day on the best the market affords, or be 
subject to the withering contempt of the lodg- 
ing-house mistfss; so, take it altogether, it is 
clearly impossible that large traveling expenses 
should be added to the already harassing oatlay, 
and the nearest seaside place absorbs the feative 
family.

Looking across the ocean—which here, im the 
Channel, has the peculiar opalescent tints of a 
lake which mirrors j a brilliant sky, a of 
ever-varying hue, continually shifting from the 
loveliest palest-green, that ope might faocy to 
be the color of Undine’s eyes, to the vivid lapis- 
lazuli bine that is seldom seen save 
in a baby’s eyes and in heaven,—on 
a clear day ome can olearly see, without a 
giass, a low, dim shadow, like a crayon-line. on 
the soft purple of the horizon, which is the coast 
of France.

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THE SANDS OF RAMSGATE 
are unquestionably the great attraction of the 
place. At low tide they extend nearly 350 feet, 
and the siope is so gradual into the sea that one 
can walk out till the water reaches to his veck, 
without danger. These cauds are 1% miles ip 
length, from where white cliffs jutting out into 
the sea bound them on either end. Upon these 
sands, in the forenoon, is‘concentrated all the 
life of the town; it is no unusual occur- 
rence for 4,000 people, young and old, to be con- 
gregated there at one time, amusing themeelves 
as best suits the bent of their inciination. At 
these times, the beach takes on almost the ap- 
péarance of a célogseal amphitheatre, where an 
immense audience sits and gazes at the vast 
scene of sunny sky and azure or iridescent sea.

THE FALL RIVER DISASTER, 
Werdict of the Coroner’s Jury—The 

Mmith Not Provided with Adequate 

Means of Escape. 

Fars Rives. Mass., Oct. 3.—The Coroner's 
verdict on the Granite Mili disaster was ren- 
dered this afternoon. The jurors find that the 
fire department were as promptly on hand as 
eould be expected from the confusion of the 
alarm caused by striking four different boxes at 
about the same time, but that the hooks and lad- 
ders included in the fire department were insuf- 
ficient in an emergency of this kind, and poorly 
handled on this occasion. The many reports 
covceruing other branches of the de- 
partment are unfounded. It is apparent 
that due precaution was not used 
in giving the alarm to persons at work in the 
sixth story. Had enchn an alarm been given and 
the care indicated taken, the lives of the per- 
gone in that story mirht have been saved, not- 
- withstanding there was but one escape there- 
from, viz.: the lower stairs. It is remarkabie, 
the fire being discovered in the mule-room in 
the fourth storv, that among all the men employed 
there, as well as thosein the fifth story, to whom 
there can be no doubt the alarm, was genera! and 
ampic, no one bad presence of mind enough to 
warn their feilow-operatives in the sixth story to 
fiee from their ficr® fate, and, hed even the men 
operatives in the sixth story not become panic- 
stricken at the firet slarm of fire that reached 
them, they might have led all the women and 
children in their charge down the lower stairs in 
safety. 

the evidence fully shows that all the appli- 
ances for extinguishing tires in all the stories, 
guch as pumps, aod pipes, and horizontal 
Pies aud hose iv the various rooms, was, ip this 
mill, ap cently ready for use on the morning of 
tif@ fire, but apparently the water was want- 
ing in them, and the hoze and pipe were useless 
im the fourth story at this time. In the con- 
siruction of the mill, the jurors believe it to 
have been the aim of the cornoration to furnish 
every facility that money could purchase and 
lessuus of the past furnish for the escape of the 
hely, from their mill in case of fire. But it was 
proved conclusively that there were not 
auple means of escape from the at- 
tic. Had there been, the loss of life 
would have been avoided. and the jurors suggest, 
as an additional means of safety and escape, that 
in case of fire it should be so arranged that an 
alarm struck in any story should reach all the 
others in the mill. 

From the evidence, the jurors say tkat it clear-

eape by the doors from every story was free and 
unobstructed, except by smoke ahd flame, there 
being no locks or bolts on anv door communicat- 
ing with any room, excepting the lower door 
lading to the tower, and that is always open

RELIGIOUS. 
indiana Vearly Meeting. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Ricumonpn, Oct. 8.—The devotional meetings 
and meetings for worship continue to be of ab- 
sorbing interest to many. At the service last 
night, which was conducted by Allen Jay, of 
North Carolina, the seekers were invited to come 
forward to an altar of prayer, and quite a number 
responded to the invitation. The present meth- 
ods in this respect among the Quakers are very 


‘much like the Methodists, and the results are 


also quite similar. I observe quite a number of 
persons present who are evidently mem- 
bers of the Society, and often speak 
in the meetings, who have not 
found it necessary to lay aside rings, bracelets, 
or ear jewels; and itis evident that sentimen- 
tal religion is destined to have a run among the 
Friends, if it does not largely usurp the more 
practical features which have heretofore char- 
acterized the sect. The attendance was much 
larger yesterday than the day before, and the 
old meeting-house was well crowded. 

The session was mostly occupied by reading 
the ‘‘Queries” and their answers, which are 
seut up from the Dare meetings. These in- 
quiries relate to the practical state of the Socie- 
ty, the attendance of meetings, education, the 
maintenance of the peculiar testimonies im re- 
gard to war, the ministry, simplicity, &c., family 
worship, the use of intoxicating liquor, care of 
the poor, integrity, and the manuer of 
dealing with the offender against the discipline. 

There were seventy-eight cases of the uunec- 
essary use and two cases of selling intoxicating 

iqaors reported. 

reading of the answers to these Various 
inquiries affords an occasion for a great amount 
of advice or miscellaneous speech-making on 
the subject thus brought before the meeting. 
Rufus King, Daniel Hill, Allen Jay. and others 
made remarks on plainness of speech, and dress, 
and Christian love. Edpard Ozbun, of lowa, 
made a very excellent short address on the neces- 
sity of every member being instructed in the 
fundamental and Scriptural doctrines of the 
Christian religion as opposed to a reliance upon 
traditional notions. 

Dr. Dougan Clark thought that he could pro- 
pose two or three questions that wouid, if prop- 
erly answered, do much more to reveal the sptr- 
itual condition of the Uhureh. He would ask, 
** Dost thou believe in the Son of God?” ** Have 
ye received the Holy Ghostsince ye believed ? ” 

“Are you now bringing forth the fruits of 
the Spirit?” He would be glad to know what 
proportion of the members of the yearly meet- 
ing had been converted, and thought that it was 
a common thing for the Aposties to ask the new- 
ly-converted if they had also received the 
second bapti He then described, im a very 
clear and forcible manner, the Quaker concep- 
tion of the baptizing power, by which those who 
received it are enabled to impress men’s minds 
with the truth of the Gospel, and win them to 
Christ, declaring that it does not depend on in- 
tellectual attainments or outward conditions, but 
is often given to very simple men. Dr. Clark is 
one of the most thoroughly-educated men in 


r the Society, or, for that matter, io the country, 


and is bimself a striking illustration of the value 
of that culture which he declares to Ye anneces- 
sary in order that a man may be a true Gospel 
minister. I donot understand, however, that he 
by any means undervalues the advantages of a 
thorough education. 

Eight new meetings have been established 
during the year,—an evidence of growth,—aad 
about twenty-five individuals have been recom- 
mended as ministers. Perhaps I ought to ex- 
plain that any member of the Nociety of Friends 
is at liberty to preach im an ordinary meeting 
for worship, but those who do 80 most accepta- 
bly are usually officially recognized, after a time, 
as endowed with a gift in the ministry.

nr eth Peru, Sept. 9, 1874. 
We have been singularly free from our accué- 
tomed earthquake-whocks the past few weeks ; 
but, as ifto make up for our lack of internal 
outbursts, we have had our periodical revolution, 
and our civil and military disturbances have been 


very formidable. This people are strangely like 


the country they are born in,—dresmy and se- 
rious, as all dwellers by the sea invariably are ; 
explosive and violent ; given to revolutions aad 
political wars; exactly im keeping with the 
fierce volcanic fires that break through the thin 
crusts of earth upon which we tread. 

No matter how capable and faithful the re- 
tiring President may be,—be he ever so firm in 
executive ability, renowned for financial sagadi- 
ty, governed by the purest interests, and saxious 
to promote only the best and wisest mdasures, 
—yet, about every two years, and oftener than 
two years lately, a dissatisfied, vicious, clase of 
those out of office,—living lives of idienets and 
gaming, brought to all kinds of devices to keep 
up a respectable living, and daily selling articles 
of clothing, jewelry, and household furpiture 
(by sending out servants to dispose of 
them),— men formerly in the Oustom- 
House, or sgh, | ® revenué from 
some other office tinder Government, but who 
have been turned off by 4 change in the Admio- 
istration, grown desperaté by the bad brandy 
of the country, and by their véry unwillingness 
to engage in any decent labor, meetin secret
